BANK DEPARTMENT

bread, potatoes and sweets. She feels 
fine, her head is clear, she no longer 
requires physics. Sh has been sub- 
ject to sinus trouble, but that, too, 
is now better. The osteopathic physi- 
cian tells her her circulation is poor 
due to “toxic in blood” and he says 
the sinus trouble is also due to “toxic 
in blood.’’ She now has “crunchy 


sounds” in knees and other joints, stiff- | 
ness in one knee, aching and sharp) 


stabs in arms and legs, and so on, 
and she wants to know how the blood 
can be cleared of “toxie poisoning.” 

‘Toxin is a medical term for poison, 
a poison produced by germs, for in- 
stance, diphtheria toxin, typhoid tox- 
in, or what have you. So it is like 
saying damp wetness to call any state 
“toxie poisoning.” 

No doubt this osteopath has hit on 
a sound fundamental principle of treat. 
ment—he has apparently persuaded a 
patient to curb the habit of overeating 
Iie has done it in a rather skillful, 
though perhaps not a scientific way. 
That is, he has persuaded the patient 
to cut out all or most of the car- 
bohydrate from her diet—starches and 
sugars. This is certainly the quick- 
est way to bring about relief from 
many of the ills produced by overeat- 
ing. But there is some doubt in my 
mind whether it is wise to cut the 
carbohydrate too drastically if the pa- 
tient is not confined to bed. IL have 
a crude notion that such a policy, may 
predispose to acidosis, and that is 
more “toxic in the blood” than what 
ever this good woman already had. But 
| do not mean to censure the osteo- 
path physician's treatment—he 
accomplished something for the patient 
in relieving her sick headaches, and 
he deserves credit for that, in spite 


Even such a tall woman as Mrs. 
J. K. should not weigh over 165 pounds 
and might with benefit to general 
health and favorable influence on lon- 
gevity weigh only 155 pounds, So with- 
out any regard for pathics or for toxic 
in blood it is a good fundamental 
health principle for such a person 
to retrench a bit in the consumption 
of good nourishing food, and there is 
no better nor more nourishing food 
than white bread, notatoes and sweets 
Without regard for sick headaches, or 
blood pressure, or for hot 
flashes or for shortness of breath 
or for a score of familiar complaints 
of middle-aged folk who like their 
eats and dislike muscular work, it is 
still a good sound principle to hop 
aboard an accurate scale occasionaly 
and when the accursed indicator sug- 
gests that one is emulating the hog. 
to try going without lunch or taking 
only one spoon of sugar in ones cof- 
fee instead of three or passing up the 
breakfast cereal or conserving the po- 
tato supply or eliminating eggs for a 
few weeks. 

Mrs. J. K. attempts to tell me about 
her joints—I say she attempts it. 
There’s another very good reason for 
the practice of temperance in _ eat- 
ing. Let’s not try to name her joint 
disease—that’s a job for her physt- 
cian. But it is impressive, the num- 
ber of people who report relief of such 
joint disease after a reasonable period 
of retrenchment in cats.

Mother, father and daughter line un, 
very scared and solemn before a rail 
and. a little above it, a desk behind 
which a small, gray-haired woman 
sits. The gray-haired woman wears 
a simple black frock with a wide white 
turnover collar. She is Judge Mary 
M. Barthelme, of French stock but 
born in the country she now serves as 
judge of the juvenile court of Chi- 
cago. 

“Mrs. Quinlan, the officer here.” | 
begins the soft-voiced judge, adjust- 
ing her glasses and consulting the re- 
port before her, “tells me Jennie has 
run away. This is the third time. 
You are her parents, Anna and John. 
Can’t you keep your girl happy at 
home?” 

The Pritznaks both talk at once and 
Johnnie starts to cry. The little judge 
holds up a hand, quiets things, or- 
ganizes the speeches with a few gentle. 
encouraging words, and the story of 
an errant girl proceeds. The look of 
fear leaves their faces, Jennie starts 
a hunt for her handkerchief and the] 
judge, knowing it will be in vain, 
whips one from a drawer apparently 
containing endless new handkerchiefs, 
and hands it to her with a friendly 
smile, 


Cost Stopped Drinking. 

“Is there drinking in .your home, ' 
Jennie?” she asks. 

"No, Ma’‘am, not any more. Pa 
gets it sometimes, but Ma ecan't af- 
ford it. It costs 55 cents a_ glass. 
Things are all right home now.” 

“Why did you go away? Tell me the 
truth, Jennie.” 

Jennie drags out a disjointed story 
of a girl friend who had a job and a 
room, and a boy friend with a car.

JUDGE JEAN H. NORRIS. 

“In 1914 we were beginning to be 
a temperate nation—and now look at 
us!” 

Magistrate Jean H. Norris, Uew 
York's only woman judge, has been 
17 years a lawyer and eight years 
on the bench. She circuits from one 
city court to another; now the wom- 
en's day court at Jefferson marset, 


' now in the family court or down on 


the East Side. 

In her black robe on the bench, 
looking stern and spartan, or in her 
chambers in modish frock and dainty 
shoes, her hair sleekly shingled and 


brushed straight back, this very femi- 
nine person following an age-old mas- 
culine calling talks to hundreds of 
transgressors a year, studies them, lis- 
tens to their tales of temptation and 
of wrong. 

Judge Norris was reluctant at first 
to talk of prohibition. 

“IT am too close to it,” she said. “I 
see the evils of the !aw too, clearly.” 

But finally she did. commencing 
with the sentence that opens this in- 
terview. 

Says Drinking Was Declining. 

“How well I remember in my law- 
yer days back in 1910-12,” she said, 
“when it was common practice to 
have a cocktail with lunch, one or 
two before dinner, a couple of wines 
during the meal and perhaps a cordial 
after coffee, 

“Gradually one saw fewer lunchers 
taking cocktails. Oftener it was a 
glass of beer or thin wine. Then it 


hecame the way of the majority to 
have no drinks at luncheon. 

“It became bad form to carry in 
business hours the reminiscence of 
liquor on the breath. Cocktails were 
reserved for dinner time and moderate 
ly partaken of at that. 

“We began to hear vague of ‘prohi- 
hition’—and how we scoffed at it! 
We told one another such a_ thing 
would never be tolerated in this free 
eountry. Or, if it came at all, it would 
be years and years hence, and never 
to cities like New York. 

“Then—almost with the snddenness 
of a collision it came, and bang! Back 
we went to drinking. Jt was a war 
measure, and we were all for that. 

Demoralization. Lawlessness. 
‘For a while after the eighteenth 
amendment became a part of the con- 
stitution on Januarv 16, 1919. there 
was less drinking. This was for the 
simple reason that the bootleg indus- 
try was not yet organized. 

“By the time the Volstead law went 
into effect and every bar in the United 
States closed at midnight October 28, 
1919. amid scenes of revelry that had 
best be left behind a veil, people hegan 
to realize that the ‘war measure’ was 
a pretty permanent thing. 

“Tt is said by those who have 

stuslied the situation that no period 
in American history was distinguished 
by more demoralization and lawless- 
ness than the four years following the 
Volstead act. Many laughed but others 
set abont seriously to find supplies 
ef liquor, and the bootlegger began 
to flourish in the land.” 
_ What distresses Judge Norris most 
is that, so she declares, the normal, 
intelligent reform from within halt- 
ed abruptly. Rebellion imposed from 
without burst forth, in her opinion, 
and the results, she thinks, speak for 
themselves, 

That prohibition advocates were 
well meaning Judge Norris does not 
doubt. but the law. she says, was 
stupidly framed and far too drastic. 
If the distilling of whisky had been 
stopped, the saloon abolished and the 
controlled sale of beer and mild wines 
substituted, it would, says Judge Nor- 
ris, have been a good law, willingly 
observed. 
ees Temptation Everywhere. 

‘The Volstead law.” Judge Norris 
went on, “has planted temptation ev- 
ery where, debauched the weak, made 
drinkers of the temperate and opened 
the wav to one of the saddest spec- 
tacles T have ever seen—intoxicared 
bors and girls. blinded. paralyzed men 
and women, and a steady flow to our 
police court of youthful law-breakers. 

“When I came to the bench in 191% 
I dealt with mature delinquents and 
crooks. Now I am confronted with col- 
lege boys and girls from good families 
whose parents would be aghast to 
know their children were frequenting 
cabarets and night elubs.” 

Judge Norris thinks Canada has 
met her problem well in the method 
employed by the Quebec liquor com- 
mission. Five commissioners conduct 
the trade in the name and for the 
benefit of the government, to the ex- 
clusion. of all private interests. 

Manitoba, Saskatchewan. Alberta 
and British Columbia, Jadge Norris 
observed, abandoned prohibition and 
im 1925 70 per cent of the women in 
Winnipeg are reported to have voted 
against prohibition. 

To the assertion of the drys that 
a law. once on the statute books. must 
not come off. Judge Norris feplies : 

“Simply childish. It is like refusing 
to take an antidote for poison. A na- 
tion is no more above making an hon- 
est mistake than is an individual.”

“Some of the siates adjoining Geor- 
gia manufacture their own vehicle 
tags—not only their own, but for other 
states. I suggest that it might be wise 
to investigate the advisability of hav- 
ing  Zeorgia manufatture her tag.

“I eall your attention to the fact 
that the department of secretary of 
state is crowded with the great 
amount they ar. doing in the way of 
looking after the motor vehicle tags 
and tax. I suggest the advisability of 
giving more space to this department

ent manner. I shall be glad to have 
you consider the advisability of hay- 
ing the motor vehicle tags distributed 
by the different counties. 

Law. 

“It is one of the privileges of the 
general assembly of Georgia to enact, 
to repeal or to modify the laws of 
your state. 1 suggest that it would 
be a very helpful thing to the state 
of Georgia if our laws could be sim- 
plified and replaced, rather than in- 
creased. It is the simple, and plain 
laws that appeal to the average citi- 
zen, however, we recognize that con- 
ditions, progress and advancement 
bring new demands upon us. 

“As I understand our law in refer- 
ence to the common schools, one-half 
of the revenue coming into the state 
treasury goes to the common schools. 
This should be repealed, or modified, 
so as to be in keeping with the ap- 
propriations providing for the defi- 
nite sums that we make for the com- 
mon . *hools. 

“Laws that are not enforced are 
harmful, rather than beneficial, al- 
though their purpose may be a de- 
sirable one. A disregard for ahy law 
creates a tendency in a citizen to dis- 
regard all laws. 1 suggest that we 
should repeal or enforce our laws and 
that every citizen should add their 
contribution to this end. 

Election Laws. 

“i recommend that you give consid- 
eration to the election laws in Geor- 
gia, and provide such laws as will 
eliminat: the undesirable and unfor- 
tunate conditions that occur from time 
to time in the way of unwise end un- 
just measures in regard to the elec- 
tion of enndidates for office in the 
state of Georgia. 

“I recommend an amendment to the 
laws of Georgia that provides in a 
run-over or in the second primary of 
n candidate for governor of Georgia 
that the second election shall take 
place within 10 days after the first 
primary. 

“There seems to be a tendency 
among some of our citizens who en- 
tertain the opinion that the purpose 
of the state government is to main- 
tain, support and care for individuals. 
The government, however, was created 
for the citizens to support and not to 
support the citizens. One of the high- 
est contributions that could be made 
to any citizen, by the reason of gov- 
ernmental suggestions or aid, is the 
creating within them an initiative to 
adopt business methods that would be 
productive to them, and at the same 
time aid in the support of the govern- 
ment.

Un- 
less they do discard it. they lay them- 
selves open to the charge of aiding 
and abetting such lawlessness as we 
are now confronting. This thing has 
happened too often for them not to 
know its tendency, If they disapprove 
this type of lawlessness, the least they 
can do is to discard the robe and re- 
move from criminals this incitement to 
crime. If they continue to wear this 
regalia, people generally will take with 
several grains of salt their protesta- 
tions of disapproval. Law-abiding men 
are guilty of a very discreditable thing 
when they wilfully and knowingly 
furnish lawless people an easy way to 
perpetrate outrages and escape pun- 
ishment.”

Not Enviable Light. 

“At this distance it is easy to mis- 
take the attitude of people and to do 
them gross injustice when deductions 
from newspaper reports are the only 
recourse for forming opinions. But 
certainly the newspapers do not pre- 
sent the people of Stephens county in 
an enviable light. 

“For two months this terrorism had 
been in progress. Yet ‘although the 
other brutai whippings were known 
in ‘Toecoa almost as soon as they were 
perpetrated, no word was sent to 
newspapers in other cities.’ “The band 
of masked men operated so openly and 
so boldly that they took little pains to 
conceal their identity, aceording to 
statements made to The Constitution 
by the leading citizens interviewed. 
The wife of one of the band told open- 
lv of the participation of her husband 
in the attack on Mrs. Bowers.’ The 
people appear to have been either in- 
timidated, indifferent, or sympathetic. 
And none of these attitudes expresses 
zood citizenship. If the papers fairly 
represent the attitude of the sheriff, 
his discharge of duty appears to. have 
been perfunctory.

I[ do net even know of 
what judicial circuit Stephens county 
forms a part, but there is a marked 
contrast Seren the conduct of the 
judge and the solicitor here and these 
same officials under similar circum- 
stances in south Georgif.
